On the other hand, criticism was di- 
rected at some of the methods of the 
Tri-State Tobacco Growers’ Associa- 
tion,’ an organizdtion of Virginia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina 
growers of certain types of tobacco, 
with headquarters at.

. Former Supreme Court Justice David 
Leventritt died shortly after midnight 
last: night in his apartment in the Hotel 
St. Regis, after an illness of several 
weeks. He would have been 81 years 
old on the Zist of this month. He is 
survived by a daughter, Miss- Olivia 
Leventritt, and two sons, Walter and 
Leo Leventritt.. Of late Justice Leven- 
tritt-had somewhat curtailed his activ- 
ities at the bar, but he had continued 
his important work as Chairman of 
the Chatacter Committee of tie Bar 
Association. 


Commended by Bar Association. 


In March, 1906, the Bar Association, 
on motion of Elihu Root, passed resolu- 
tions commending the judicial conduct 
of Justice Leventritts The preamble to 
the resolutions inchided this state- 
ment: “During the seven years of his 
judicial service his administration -of 
office has given eral satisfaction.to 
the people and 
marked by ability, learning, dili 
and a strong sensé of justice.’’ 

In view of the previous .attitude of 
the Bar Assdéciation, this commenda- 
tion is one * the most emphatic and 
convincing ‘laudatory tributes ever 
paid to an American jurist. Eight 
years previously, the association, on 
that occasion also led by Elihu Root,

WILL SHOCK NATION 


Investigator Asserts Tribe Was 
So Terrorized That Lights 
Were Hung Outside Homes. 











THREE MORE ARRESTS MADE. 


Grand Jury Ends Ite ‘Inquiry on. 
: First Slaying and Takes Up 
’ That of Insured Man. 


GUTHRIE, Okla., Jan. 8 (#).—The 
Federal Government's investigation of 
an alleged death ring in the Osage 


condition that will astound the nation 
when the details are known, it was 
declared today by Edwin K. Brown, 
Special ‘Assistant Attorney General, 
who with Roy Lewis, Federal District 
Attorney, is directing a Grand Jury 
inquiry here. . 

“Before this investigation is com- 
pleted the entire United States will be 
astounded by the revelations,” he said. 
“Nothing so far reaching in murdérs 
has ever before been revealed.”  - 

Mr. Brown said that so real had be- 
come a reign of terror in the Osage 
country as'a. result of the death of 
nearly a’ score of persons that when 
he ‘went there several months ago to 
begin a preliminary investigation he 
found the homes of many Osages sur- 
rounded by strings of brilliant electric 
lights that burned constantly through 
the night. 

It was indicated officially today that 
the Grand Jury’s activities haye — 
so successful thus, far that ‘the ‘Gov: 
etmment expects the Osages to be/pro- 
tected forever from the cupidity of 
white men, which it is charged re- 
vealed itself progressively through 
many devious methods to defraud; and 
finally cropped out in a sinister con- 
spiracy of death that levied on the 
lives. of the Indians, known as the 
world’s richest people. — 

“IT pelieye there will be forever a 
closed. seasén against the er ieg 
when this case is terminated,” C. 
Luhring told The Associated —— 
Mr. Luhring is in charge of the Crimi- 
nal Division. of the. Department of 
Justice in. Washington. 

Witnesses called today ‘indicated that 
the jury finished late in the afternoon 
its investigation of the death of Anna 
Brown, wealthy O ,» who was the 
first victim of the eged conspiracy, 
and.:turned its attention to the death 
of-Henry Roan, Anna Brown’s cousin, 
who was killed Jan. 26, 1923. 

It was Henry Roan whose life was 
insured for $25,000 in favor of W. K. 
Hale, the “king of the Osage fiills,’’ 
who is fp jai here on.a murder 
charge. ale has a suit pending in 
Federal court, at Tulsa to collect 'the 
policy. 

The shift to the Roan case Was in- 
dicated when three life .insurance 
salesmen went into the jury room late 
in the day. 

The first evidence. presented was a 
bullet-drilled portion of the skull of 
Anna Brown. 

It became known today that 
additional arrests have been made 
connection with the investigation. Fed- 
eral and State authorities declined to 
indicate who the arrested ashe were 
or what charges had lodged 
against them.

Oil Wells Destroyed in War. 

“In 1913. we produced about 1,800,000 
tons of oil. In 1925 the production was 
increased 500,000 tons. It is true that 
the production was very small’ be- 
tween 1920 and 1923, but that was be- 


cause, on account of the war, we our- 
selves had to destroy all of our il 
wells and refining plants. We did that 
at the request of the Allies. Naturally 
this oil situation was one of the Causes 
which made our. economic / recovery 
slow. But we have completely stabii- 
ized our currency at a rate forty times 
lower than the gold rate which repre- 
sented our pre-war money. . 
“Another cause for our slow eco-. 
nomic recovery between 1919 and 1923 
was the fact that at the request of the 
Allies we sent to Moscow all of our 
gold, all of our crown jewels and our 
works of art which we took out of our 
churches and museums. That all 
amounted to about $200,000,000. It was 
all confiscated by the Soviet Govern- 
ment —* has not yet been returned, 
‘although, at the Genoa conference in 
1922 it agreed that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment would restore to Rumania the 
securities deposited in Moscow by Ru- 


mania.

MURDERS CHILDREN, 
WIFE AND HIMSELF 


—— Suicide With Gas and 
Razor After Killing Four With 
a Baseball Bat.

Neighbors Say Slayer’ Had Kept 
Heme in Terror—Janitor Finds 
Five Bodies on Bed. 


Forcing open a door from which gas 
was escaping on the ground floor of a 
five-story | tenement at 510 Manhattan 
Avenue, Raoul Young, janitor of tae 
building, found a man, his wife and 
their three children lying dead on one 
bed. 

The man was Thomas King, 28 years 
old, a chauffeur. His throat was cut, 
but not deeply. He had died of as- 
phyxiation. The skulls of the wife and 
the three children had been crushed 
by blows of a baseball bat. 

‘The man fad evidently killed his 
wife in the bedroom,”’ said Chief Med- 
¢ “Then he ap- 
parently killed the three children in the 
kitchen. He placed the three bodies 
on the bed and cut his throat with a 
razor. ‘ Not wounding himself deeply, 
he used a gas tube and breathed gas 
until Se was asphyxiated. ie 

Whether the three children saw their 
mother killed is not known, but they 
were not old enough to have a chance 
to escape from the madman, who was 
their father.. Two of them might have 
fied to the kitchen’ to meet their end 
there. The youngest. could barely tod- 
die. The children'were James, 5 years 
old; Catherine, 3, and Thomas/Jr., 16 
months old. 

The father was a chauffeur and 
mechanic. He was out of work. Ac- 
cording to the neig‘abors, he was'a 
heavy drinker and had frequently 
driven his ‘wife’ out of the house by 
threats and blows. The murders. and 
suicide topk place on.

Grubs and 
worms, which swallow soil with their 
forage of grass roots, could not live 
in-this mixture, but grass win it, 
especially the varieties.. «Plots 
of unpoisoned soil Slongside these ex- 
perimental grounds remained full of 
the pests, The toxic earth had kept 
the worms out for three years already 
and might prove effective for several 
more years. 

The practice has been to sprinkie 
thé turf with carbobigulphide for 
slugs and with mercury bichloride 
for angle worms, but the treatment 
has to be repeated frequently, and 
any overdose kills the grass. he 
cost of the néw method is, compara- 
tively small for material, but requires 
rebuilding of putting greens at pres- 
ent.

been completed March touched 19,80.
